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APPROPRIATION ACT, No. 1, 1937 
(Chapter 7), provided for the payment out 
of the General Revenue Fund of one-fourth 
of the amounts set out in the estimates which 
were eventually voted by Appropriation Act, 
Nos 22 1937, 

This Act came into force on March 31st, 
1937. 


APPROPRIATION ACT, No. 2, 1937 
(Chapter 8), provided for the payment out 
of the General Revenue Fund of (1) $612,- 
363.35 on account of expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending the 3lst March, 1937; (2) 
$3,606,908.56 on account of expenditures for 
the fiscal year ending on the 3lst March, 
1937; and (3) $16,935,225.70 for expenditures 
for the fiscal year ending the 3lst March, 
1938. 

The last item is reduced by one-fourth 
which had been previously voted on acccunt 
by Appropriation Act No. 1. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


DEBT ADJUSTMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 
9), provides for the appointment of a Debt 
Adjustment Board which is declared to be 
a body corporate, and is charged with the 
administration of the Act; the Board may 
appoint agents and delegate powers to them; 
and each member of the Board may exercise 
any power conferred upon the Board. The 
Board is empowered to inquire into the 
circumstances of debtors. 


Part I of the Act relates to proceedings 
for debts existing prior to July Ist, 1936, 
other than debts for rates and taxes, for 
hospitalization and for damages for torts; and © 
applies to any liability created after that 
date in place of a liability which existed 
before that date. 

No proceedings of any kind for the en- 
forcement of the payment of any such debt 
may be taken or continued without a per- 
mit from the Board. 


No permit may be granted for foreclosure 
proceedings under any mortgage or agree- 
ment for sale of farm lands which are being 
farmed because by reason of abnormal or 
economic conditions the security cannot be 
sold at a price commensurate with its fair 
value. 


Upon any application for a permit by a 
creditor the Board is to make inquiries into 
the circumstances and is authorized in its 
discretion to grant or refuse a permit, and 
as a condition of refusal, to give directions 
to the debtor as to the conduct of his af- 
fairs and the disposition of the property. 


In the case of a farmer, such directions 
are not to apply to money, crop, live stock 
or crop required by the debtor (a) for the 
payment of borrowings or debts incurred 
for the production of his crop, or the pay- 
ment of borrowings or debts incurred within 
six months of the sale of any live stock in 
feeding the same, and for the provision of 
a sufficient sum for the subsistence of the 
debtor and his family and the continuance 
of his farming operations until the next har- 
vest; (b) the payment of taxes; and (c) for 
such other purposes as are designated by 
Order in Council. 


The period during which a creditor is 
prevented from taking proceedings by rea- 
son of the Act is excluded from the compu- 
tation of time under The Statute of Limita- 
tions. 

Part II deals with voluntary debt adjust- 
ment and directs the Board upon the appli- 
cation of any debtor or creditor to endeavour 
to negotiate a voluntary arrangement be- 
tween debtor and creditor for the adjust- 
ment and settlement of debts; any agreement 
arrived at for that purpose is made valid 
and enforceable; and the Board may in a 
proper case extend the time within which 
the agreement is to be performed, and give 
directions to the debtor as to the conduct 
of his affairs in the meantime. 


Part III relates to debtors who are farmers 
residing in the Province; in cases where a 
farmer has made a proposal under The 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act and 
has failed to carry out the terms thereof 
by reason of circumstances beyond his con- 
trol, a permit is necessary before proceed- 
ings can be taken against the farmer in 
respect of any of the claims referred to in 
Part. 


No chattel mortgage to secure any past 
indebtedness given by a farmer on or after 
the lst May, 1934, is valid unless approved 
by the Board within 60 days after the execu- 
tion thereof, 


The Board is empowered to authorize a 
resident farmer to sell goods and chattels 
subject to a mortgage to provide the farmer 
with necessities. 


Part IV contains provisions of a general 
nature. The crop share deliverable in any 
year under a crop share lease collateral to 
a mortgage or agreement for sale, is not to 
exceed one-third of the crop less the cost 
of threshing of the share, and if the lessee 
pays one year’s taxes on the land on which 
the crop is grown, the amount so paid is 
deductible from the deliverable share. 


All Clerks of the Court, Sheriffs and 
Registrars of Land Titles are required to 
perform duties under the Act without fee, 
and to file and record all instruments. 


Every person is declared to be guilty of 
an offence who makes wilful default in 
complying with orders and directions of the 
Board, or takes or continues any proceed- 
ings in violation of the Act, or who, being 
a resident to whom directions have been 
given disposes of any property in contra- 
vention of the Act, or who makes default 
in complying with any directions of the 
Board; and upon summary conviction is 
liable to a fine of not more than $250.00 and 
in default to imprisonment for not more 
than three months or to both. 


Documents purporting to be signed by the 
Board or any member thereof or its agents 
are receivable in evidence without proof of 
the signature or of the official position of 
the signatory. 


Proof of the due mailing of any docu- 
ment is made evidence of the receipt thereof 
by the addressee in the ordinary course of 
the mail. 


The Board, its members, agents and oOffi- 
cers are indemnified against loss or damage 
by reason of acts of commission or omission 
done or omitted in purported pursuance of 
the Act or its predecessors. 

The acts, orders and decisions of the Board 
are to be conclusive and final and not sub- 
ject to any appeal. 


Provision is made for the distribution of 
the proceeds of executions, when the execu- 
tion is made in pursuance of a permit and 
when the execution debt arose since July 
Ist, 1936, or is for taxes or hospital accounts. 

In case legislation is enacted by the Par- 
liament of Canada for the adjustment of 
debt, provision is made for the suspension 
by Proclamation, wholly or partially, of this 
Act or any of its provisions, and such sus- 
pension may be for a specified period or 
until further Proclamation. 
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The Act is not to be construed as author- 
izing anything beyond the legislative com- 
petence of the Legislature. 

The Debt Adjustment Act, 1936, is re- 
pealed. 

This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


ALBERTA SOCIAL CREDIT ACT (Chap- 
ter 10). This Act replaces The Social Credit 
Measures Act and The Alberta Credit House 
Act. 

Part I constitutes a Board and a Commis- 
sion. The Board consists of five persons, 
namely, G. L. MacLachlan (Chairman), F. 
M. Baker (Secretary), Dr. J. L. McPherson, 
W.E. Hayes and S. A. Berg. The duties and 
powers of the Board are as follows:— 

(a) to appoint suitable members of the 
Commission to be appointed pursuant 
to section 4 of the Act; 

(b) to appoint suitable persons as Social 
Credit technical experts; 

(c) to examine Social Credit legislation 
and to make recommendations for leg- 
islative action in respect thereof; 

(d) to co-operate with the Commission in 
the performance of any of its duties 
and in rendering to the Commission 
such assistance as may be requested 
by the Commission; 

(e) to report its findings, negotiations and 
activities to the Legislature at each 
session; 

(f) to keep records of its activities; 

(g) to study the economic conditions of 
the Province with a view to assisting 
the Commission; 

(h) to request the Executive Council for 
the advice and co-operation of Gov- 
ernment Departments. 


The Board or any members thereof are 
empowered with the consent of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor in Council to visit any part 
of the world for the purpose of. procuring 
prospective Commissioners or for the -pur- 
pose of studying administrative methods. 


The Board is declared to be a Committee 
appointed by the Legislature for the pur- 
poses of The Legislative Assembly Act, and 
its members are entitled to receive expenses 
and subsistence in respect of journeys out- 
side the Province. 

The Board is further empowered to assist 
in the administration of Social Credit Acts. 

The Commission, with the title “The Pro- 
vincial Credit Commission,’ is declared to 
be a body corporate and its members are 


— 
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to be not less than three and not more than 
five in number and are to be appointed by 
the Board. Their term of office is to be ten 
years and they are to receive such remuner- 
ation as may be fixed by the Board and 
approved by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council. 


Provision is made for the creation and 
management of an account in the Treasury 
of the Province to be known as the “Pro- 
vincial Credit Account,’ the amount of 
which is to be determined annually by the 
Commission and represents the value of the 
unused capacity of industries and people 
of Alberta for the production of wanted 
goods and services, determined on the level 
of values used for the determination of the 
retail discount rates. 


The Commission is to determine the retail 
discount rate in the manner mentioned in 
section 14 and is empowered to provide 
advances of Alberta Credit free from inter- 
est to persons engaged in agriculture, manu- 
facturing or industries in the Province, and 
for the purpose of home building and the 
purpose of carrying on businesses. 


The Commission is empowered to collect 
taxes; to receive and administer securities 
assigned to it, transfers or adjustments on 
account of unpaid taxes or for any purpose 
affecting the Provincial Credit; to adjust, 
settle, liquidate claims as between individ- 
uals or corperations upon request; and to 
negotiate any transfer of Alberta Credit 
with any person entitled to Alberta Credit 
and whose interests may be affected by the 
application of the Act. 


The Commission is empowered with the 
approval of the Board, to appoint officers 
and employees. The Commission is required 
to maintain a _ statistical bureau and is 
empowered to compel the furnishing of 
statistical information. The Commissicn is 
authorized with the approval of the Board 
to take the steps necessary to maintain a 
reserve of financial credit sufficient to as- 
sure the honouring in currency in the extra- 
provincial market of Treasury Credit Cer- 
tificates. 


The Commission is to fix the service 
charges for handling discount vouchers and 
credit vouchers. 

Interference with the Commission in the 
exercise of its functions is declared to be 
unlawful. 

Part II deals with Treasury Credit Cer- 
tificates and Alberta Credit. 


Treasury Credit Certificates are to be is- 
sued to such extent as may be requisite for 
the purpose of increasing the purchasing 
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power of the consumers of Alberta as to 
make such purchasing power conform to the 
productive capacity of the people of the 
Province for the production and delivery of 
wanted goods and services, which capacity 
is declared to be the measure of Alberta 
Credit. 

Provision is to be made for the payment 
in Canadian currency of all extra-provincial 
trade debits where it is so desired by the 
other parties. 

All persons in Alberta are authorized to 
accept Alberta Credit for goods and services. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council is 
empowered to authorize the acceptance of 
Alberta Credit in payment of claims against 
the Government, and the acceptance. of Al- 
berta Credit in satisfaction of claims of the 
Government. 

Cities, towns, villages, municipal districts 
and school districts are authorized to accept 
and deal with Alberta Credit. 


Treasury Credit Certificates are made 
available for providing: 

(a) a discount on prices to consumers at 
retail; 

(b) Government services; 

(c) interest free loans; 

(d) debt payments; 

(e) export subsidies; 

(f) Provincial consumers’ dividend; 

(g) for other purposes designated by Order 
in Council at the request of the Board. 


Upon a date to be fixed by the Board the 
Commission is required to establish a retail 
discount rate, which is declared to be the 
percentage which unused productive capac- 
ity bears to total productive capacity; pro- 
ductive capacity is to be ascertained by esti- 
mating the total capacity of the industries 
and people of the Province for the produc- 
tion of wanted goods and services for the 
preceding three months increased by the 
estimated amount of imports during the 
same period; unusued productive capacity is 
declared to be the difference between total 
consumption and productive capacity and 
consumption of goods and services for the 
preceding three months increased by the 
estimated amount of exports for the same 
period and an amount for capital deprecia- 
tion; the same level of values is to be used 
in ascertaining consumption and productive 
capacity. 

No retail discount rate is to be made 
unless productive capacity exceeds consump- 
tion by at least ten per cent. 


The retail discount rate is applicable to 
retail purchases of goods and services made 
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for the personal use of consumers and not 
for resale, trade or manufacture. The mode 
of payment of the retail discount rate is to 
be as fixed by the Commission. 


Discount vouchers are to be used in re- 
imbursing the retailer for his disbursal of 
retail discounts so providing a continuous 
settlement through the branches to retailers 
for disbursements of the retail discount. 


Provision is made for contracts with the 
Commission by retailers, wholesalers, manu- 
facturers and primary producers, to qualify 
retailers to dispense the retail discount and 
reap the benefits thereof, and to qualify 
wholesalers, manufacturers and primary 
producers to dispense goods and services to 
retailers and share with them the benefits 
of increased trade under the regulations; 
and every contract is to contain such pro- 
visions binding on the contractor as to cost 
accounting, fair trade practices and profes- 
sional duties as may be prescribed; and con- 
tracts with retailers bind the retailer if 
required by the Commission to deal exclu- 
sively with wholesalers, manufacturers, 
primary producers and purveyors of serv- 
ices who have a contract with the Commis- 
sion. 

Provision is made for the settlement of 
retail discount vouchers by crediting the 
same to the account of the retailer entitled 
thereto through the Credit House or its 
branches, and the amounts so credited are 
to be charged to the Treasury Credit Cer- 
tificate Account. 

Provision is made for the payment month- 
ly of a per capita consumers’ dividend to 
every person entitled to Alberta Credit, such 
payments to be met by the issuance of 
Treasury Credit Certificates; the amount of 
the dividend is to be such percentage of the 
Provincial Credit Account as may be avail- 
able as deemed advisable by the Commis- 
sion and is not to be less than five per cent 
of the said account. 


Part III empowers the Commission to con- 
stitute a Department of the Provincial Ad- 
ministration to be known as The Alberta 
Credit House, and to be a body corporate 
and makes provision for the mode of opera- 
tion thereof, 

Part IV provides for the issuance of Treas- 
ury Credit Certificates and the mode of 
dealing therewith by the Credit House and 
its branches. It further requires the Credit 
House to be prepared at all times to provide 
currency required to meet the requirements 
of the branches for currency. 


It is further declared to be the responsibil- 
ity of the Government to provide for the 
validation of deposits. 


Lig 


Part V provides for the establishment of 
a Treasury Credit Certificate Fund for the 
retirement of Treasury Credit Certificates, 
and for that purpose there is to be set aside 
not more than one-fourth of the Provincial 
Revenues in each fiscal year over and ebove 
the amount required to balance the ncrmal 
budget estimates for that year. 


Provision is also made for the establish- 
ment of a negative retail discount rate in 
case the retirement fund is insufficient .to 
check undue expansion of credit or an in- 
flationary rise of the general price level; 
the negative discount is to be added by 
the retailer to the retail price and is to be 
paid over by the retailer as and when fre- 
ceived by him to the Credit House and 
credited to the Treasury Credit Certificate 
Account for the cancellation or withdrawal 
of Treasury Credit Certificates. 


Part VI contains a number of general 
provisions. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


PROVINCIALLY GUARANTEED SECUR- 
ITIES PROCEEDINGS ACT (Chapter 11) 
relates to actions and other proceedings 
against persons liable for the payment of 
money secured by a “guaranteed security” 
and prohibits the taking or continuing of 
any such proceedings without the consent of 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council. A 
“suaranteed security” is any debenture guar- 
anteed by the Province except an issue of 
debentures of The Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway Company for $7,400,000 at 5 
per cent per annum. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


PROVINCIAL GUARANTEED SECURI- 
TIES INTEREST ACT (Chapter 12) relates 
to the interest on guaranteed securities, 
namely, debentures guaranteed by the Prov- 
ince other than an issue of debentures of 
The Alberta and Great Waterways Railway 
Company for the sum of $7,400000 at 5 per 
cent per annum, and provides that the in- 
terest payable in respect of guaranteed 
securities shall as and from the lst June, 
1936, be at the rate of one-half of the stipu- 
lated rate of interest. 


Trustees and fiduciaries are authorized to 
accept payment of interest at the reduced 
rate and no action is maintainable against 
them for so doing. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937; 
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PROVINCIAL SECURITIES INTEREST 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 13), relates to all de- 
bentures, stocks, treasury bills and saving 
certificates issued by the Province, and pro- 
vides that the rate of interest payable in 
respect thereof shall as and from the Ist 
June, 1986, be one-half of the stipulated rate 
of interest. 

Trustees and fiduciaries are authorized to 
accept payment of interest at the reduced 
rate and no action is maintainable against 
them for so doing. 

The Provincial Securities Interest Act 
(1936, 2nd Session, Ch. 11) is repealed. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


OCOLD AGE PENSIONS LEGISLATION 
ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 14), 
amends The Old Age Pensions Legislation 
Act by conferring additional power on the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council to enter into 
agreements with the Government of Canada 
making provision for pensions for blind per- 
sons, upon amendments for that purpose 
being made to The Old Age Pensions Act 
of the Dominion. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


DOWER ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 15), disentitles a wife to a life 
estate in her husband’s homestead, if at the 
time of his death she is living apart from 
him under circumstances disentitling her to 
alimony, whether the husband dies leaving 
a will or dies intestate. 


‘This Act came into force On April 14th, 
1937. 


HOTELKEEPERS ACT, 1937 (Chapter 16). 
This Act repeals The MHotelkeepers Act 
(R.S.A. 1922, Ch. 106) and re-enacts its pro- 
visions with amendments. 

Every hotel, boarding and lodging house 
keeper is given the right to detain trunks 
and personal property of persons indebted 
for board and lodgings; and if the debt re- 
mains unpaid for over a month the same 
may be sold on publication of a notice of 
sale in a local newspaper, the notice to set 
out the name of the debtor, the amount of 
the debt, the time and place of sale and the 
name of the auctioneer. 

The proceeds of such sale are to be ap- 
plied first on payment of the indebtedness 
and costs of advertising and sale, and the 
surplus is to be paid to the person entitled 
thereto, upon his applying for the same, and 
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in default of any such application, is to be 
paid to the Provincial Treasurer, to be dis- 
bursed by him to persons entitled to same. 


Hotelkeepers are relieved from liability for 
loss of or injury to property brought into 
an hotel by persons not registered as oc- 
cupants of a room, except in cases where 
the loss or injury is due to the misconduct 
of the hotelkeeper or his employees, or 
where the goods have been duly deposited 
with the hotelkeeper for safe keeping. 


Hotelkeepers are relieved from liability 
for loss or injury to the goods of registered 
guests left in their rooms where the rooms 
are equipped with locks and keys, unless 
the rooms are locked whilst unoccupied and 
the keys left at the hotel office; they are 
also relieved from liability for the loss of 
jewelry and money from such rooms in case 
the hotelkeeper provides a suitable deposit 
box for the safe keeping of such property. 
This exemption does not apply in cases 
where the loss or injury is due to the de- 
fault or neglect of the hotelkeeper or his 
employees. (Section 6.) 


An hotelkeeper is deprived of the benefit 
of this Act in case he refuses to receive 
such of his guests’ goods for safe custody, 
or in case a guest is unable to deposit such 
goods in safe keeping of the hotelkeeper 
through the default of the latter. 


Hotelkeepers are required to keep posted 
up in the hotel office and in every room 
ordinarily used as a guest room, a copy of 
section 6, and are entitled to the benefit of 
the Act in respect of such goods as are 
brought into the hotel whilst such copy is 
so posted up. 


.This Act comes into force on July Ist, 1937. 


SUCCESSION DUTY ACT, 1934, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 17), amends sec- 
tion 5 of the amended Act and extends the 
period during which transfers of property 
may be regarded as gifts made in anticipa- 
tion of death, from three to ten years. 


Further amendments clarify sections 10 
and 13 relating to the computation of addi- 
tional duty. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE ACT 
(Chapter 18) provides for the apportion- 
ment of damages where the damage or loss 
is caused by two or more persons prcpor- 
tionately to the degree in which each per- 
son was at fault. Provided that if different 
degrees of fault cannot be ascertained the 
liability is to be apportioned equally; and 
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no person is to be liable for any loss or 
damage to which his fault has not con- 
tributed. 

Where damage has been caused by the 
defult of two or more persons, the Court 
is to determine the degree of fault of each; 
and where two or more persons are found 
liable, each is jcintly and severally liable 
to the person suffering the damage, but 
each is liable to contribute and indemnify 
the other to the degree in which each is 
found to be at fault. 


The amount of damage, the fault and de- 
grees of fault are declared to be questions 
of fact. 


On the trial of an action by a Judge with 
a jury, no question is to be submitted to 
the jury as to whether, notwithstanding the 
fault of one party the other could have 
avoided the consequences thereof, unless the 
Judge is of the opinion that there is evi- 
dence upon which the jury could reasonably 
find that the act or Omission of the latter 
was clearly subsequent to and _ severable 
from the act of the former so as not to be 
substantially contemporaneous with it; upon 
a trial by a Judge alone the question afore- 
said is not to be considered unless the Judge 
is satisfied by evidence as to the severabil- 
ity of the act upon which the question de- 
pends. 


This Act comes into force on July 1st, 1937. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES ACT, 1923, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 19), strikes out a 
provision relating to the approval of sub- 
division plans which has been inserted in The 
Town Planning Act, 1929. 

Section 3 continues in force until the Ist 
July, 1938, provisions relating to the control 
of the marketing and distribution of milk 
and other commodities. 

Section 4 empowers the Board to appoint 
an auditor for a city, town, village or munici- 
pal district, whose affairs are under the 
supervision of the Board. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


REVISED STATUTES ACT, 1936, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 20), extends the 
provisions of the amended Act for another 
year. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


SEIZURES ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 21), amends section 11 of the amend- 
ed Act as to the continuity of any seizure 
and provides as to the continuity of seizures 
made under section 23. 
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Section 4 amends section 28 relating to 
extrajudicial sales of goods and empowers 
the sheriff in any case in which he believes 
the value of goods to be sold is greater than 
the creditor’s claim, to require the sale to 
be subject to his approval and provides that 
in such a case the proceeds are to be paid 
to the sheriff to be dealt with by him accord- 
ing to law. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


ESTATES OF THE MENTALLY INCOM- 
PETENT ACT (Chapter 22) repeals The 
Estates of The Mentally Incompetent Act 
(R.S.A. 1922, ch. 225) and re-enacts the pro- 
visions of that Act with amendments. 


Part I deals with the custody of persons 
of unsound mind and their estates. Section 3 
empowers the Supreme Court to make orders 
for the committal to a committee of the per- 
son and estate of persons of unsound mind, 
and sections 4 5 and 6 set out the procedure. 
Sections 7, 8, 9 and 10 empower the Court 
to make declarations as to unsoundness of 
mind and set out the procedure. Section 11 
empowers the Court to direct the trial of an 
issue as to the unsoundness of mind of a 
person previously declared of unsound mind 
and make new orders. Sections 12 to 19 set 
out the powers of a committee in dealing with 
estates and provide for supervision by the 
Court in certain cases. 


Part II deals with the custody of persons 
who are mentally infirm and their estates, 
and empowers the Court to declare a person 
to be incapable of managing his affairs by 
reason of disease, old age, the use of drugs 
or other causes, without making a declara- 
tion of unsoundness of mind, and thereupon 
a committee may be appointed to administer 
his estate; the Court is empowered in such 
cases where the estate is of less value than 
$2,000 to make such orders for the disposition 
of the estate as it sees fit. 


Part III deals with estates of mentally in- 
competent persons, that is persons who are 
mentally incompetent and are in institutions. 
By sections 26, 27 and 28 provision is made 
for the appointment of an Administrator of 
the Estates of the Mentally Incompetent, who 
ex officio becomes the administrator of the 
estate of every mentally incompetent person 
who has no other committee. Sections 30 to 
36 set out the powers and duties of the Ad- 
ministrator. Section 39 makes the leave of a 
Judge of the Supreme Court necessary be- 
fore an action may be brought against any 
person under guardianship. Section 40 pro- 
vides for the exclusion of the period of con- 
finement of a person in a mental disease hos- 
pital from the computation of time for the 
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purposes of The Limitation of Actions Act. 
Section 41 provides for the annual audit of 
the books of the Administrator by the Pro- 
vincial Auditor. Section 42 provides for the 
prevalence of the provisions of this Act over 
any other Act or any Order in Council or 
Rule of Court. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACT 
(ACCIDENT FUND) AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 23). 


Section 2 empowers the Board to acquire 
necessary premises. 


Section 3 authorizes differentials in the 
Board’s levies. 

Section 4 authorizes the Board to under- 
take the administration of acts assigned to 
it by Order in Council. 


Section 5 provides that for the purposes of 
section 34 regard shall be had to the current 
year or balance thereof instead of to the 
ensuing year. 

Sections 6 and 7 provide for the appoint- 
ment of a medical panel and for the appoint- 
ment of medical boards of not less than 
three members of the Board, to discharge 
the duties previously performed by medical 
referees. 

Section 8 empowers the board to repair 
and replace dentures broken in an accident. 


Section 9 raises the age of dependants for 
the benefits mentioned in section 49 from 
16540718. 


Section 10 permits compensation for dis- 
figurement. 


Section 11 makes provision for compensa- 
tion in silicosis cases, subject to certain 
conditions set out therein. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


TRUSTEE ACT AMENDMENT, 1937 
(Chapter 24), by section 2 clarifies the pro- 
vision of section 3 of the amended Act. 

Section 3 makes special provision for the 
management of the Common Fund and the 
rate of interest payable in respect of it, the 
mode of investment, the ascertainment of 
the interest of beneficiaries therein, and the 
establishment of a Reserve Fund to meet 
deficiencies. 

Provision is made whereby the Province 
guarantees the sufficiency of the Fund for 
the purpose of meeting all claims against 
the same. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937, and section 3 is made retroactive to 
April 30th, 19386. 
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AGRICULTURAL RELIEF ADVANCES 
ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 25). 


By this Act The Agricultural Relief Ad- 
vances Act, which was of a temporary 
nature, is made permanent. 


Section 8 provides a new basis for the 
provision of seed grain, the amount to be 
provided being limited as follows:

Where the acreage is an amount other than 
an amount mentioned above, the acreage for 
which seed may be advanced is to be cal- 
culated on the basis of the foregoing table; 
and in no case is the advance of seed to 
exceed the amount required for 300 acres. 


Section 13 relates to mortgages of live 
stock, etc., by lessees and homesteaders, and 
extends the time for registration under The 
Bills of Sale Act from 30 to 60 days; excludes 
the operation of section 11 of that Act; pro- 
vides for registration without fee; and gives 
mortgages for feed or fodder for mortgaged 
live stock a priority over the mortgages on 
the live stock. 


The remaining sections make amendments 
in detail to sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 11, 
12, 14 and 15 of the original Act. 


This Act came into force on March 30th, 
1937. 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY ACT 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 26). 
This Act makes section 11 inapplicable to 
contracts under which goods are sold to 
persons in receipt of indigent or unemploy- 
ment relief, and is made retroactive to the 
Ist September, 1935. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


SOCIETIES ACT, 1924, AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 27). This Act provides 
for the appointment of a liquidator in cases 
where the incorporation of a society is re- 
voked or the society is disorganized and 
confers upon the liquidator necessary powers. 
A This Act came into force on April 14th, 
937. 
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JUDICATURE ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 28). This Act makes every 
Clerk or Deputy Clerk appointed as a Public 
Administrator and his successors in office, 
a corporation sole under his official title, 
and confers upon him necessary powers. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


SUMMARY CONVICTIONS ACT 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 29). The 
amendment made by this Act makes the 
provisions of The Summary Convictions Act 
apply to orders as well as to convictions 
made by justices of the peace and police 
magistrates. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


POSTPONEMENT OF DEBTS ACT 
(Chapter 30). This Act empowers the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council by order to 
postpone until after a day to be fixed there- 
by, the payment of debts or any specified 
classes, kinds or descriptions of debt, and to 
prohibit the issuance of processes in relation 
thereto, until after a day thereby fixed, 
either generally or in specified judicial 
districts; and to stay until after a day there- 
by fixed, civil proceedings pending in Pro- 
vincial Courts either generally or in spec- 
ified judicial districts. 

The time during which the payment of a 
debt is postponed is excluded from the com- 
putation of time for the purpose of The 
Limitation of Actions Act. 


Section 34 of The Debt Adjustment Act, 
1936, is repealed, the provisions of this Act 
being substituted therefor. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


SECURITIES ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 31). 

By section 2 of this Act the Registrar or 
Board is empowered to impose as a condition 
of the registration of a broker, terms, con- 
ditions and restrictions as to the manner in 
which securities may be dealt in by him. 


By section 3 the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council is given general powers of regula- 
tion. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


ALBERTA LIVE STOCK AND LIVE 
STOCK PRODUCTS ACT, AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 32). Section 2 provides 
for the licensing of live stock dealers and for 
the making of regulations governing the 
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conduct of the business of dealing in live 
stock; and empowers the Minister to make 
the furnishing of a bond a condition to the 
granting or subsistence of a license. 


It also provides for the appointment of 
inspectors to supervise the weighing and 
grading of live stock and live stock products; 
to inspect scales and see that the same are 
free from dirt and co-operate with the 
Dominion Weights and Measures inspectors, 
and to compel the re-weighing of live stock 
and live stock products and the delivery of 
a statement as to the weights to the seller. 

It further provides for compulsory weigh- 
ing by the management of packing houses 
and slaughter houses of all live stock and 
live stock products upon the purchase thereof, 
and the delivery of a statement to the seller 
showing weight and grade thereof. 


A further provision enables the appoint- 
ment of veterinary inspectors with power to 
inspect packing plants and slaughter houses 
not under Dominion inspection and for the 
marking of live stock products. 


It is further provided that any live stock 
product so marked shall be sold without 
restriction in every part of the Province and 
that any municipal by-law to the contrary 
shall be void. 


A further provision empowers the Minister 
to collect from the owners of packing plants 
and slaughter houses for which any such 
inspectors are appointed, the cost of such 
inspection. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


FEEDER ASSOCIATIONS GUARANTEE 
ACT (Chapter 33). This Act empowers the 
Government to guarantee the repayment of 
loans up to 25% of the amount thereof made 
to associations incorporated under any Pro- 
vincial law, with the object of assisting their 
members to acquire live stock for fattening 
and finishing by utilizing surplus feed. 

The total amount of such borrowings 
which may be guaranteed in any year is not 
to exceed $250,000.00. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


IRRIGATION RATES AND DRAINAGE 
RATES PENALTIES ACT, 1937 (Chapter 
34). This Act permits its Boards of Irrigation 
Districts and Drainage Districts to provide 
by by-law for the cancellation of penalties 
added to arrears of rates as at the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1937, upon the payment in 1937 of a 
penalty of 5% on the arrears; and the by- 
law must provide a discount on 1937 rates 
of 5% if the same are paid on or before 
November lst and of 24%% if the same are 
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paid after November lst and on or before 
December 15th, 1937. 

The Act empowers the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in Council to prescribe the form of 
by-law. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


STOCK INSPECTION ACT, 1922, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 35). This Act 
amends the provisions as to notifying the 
Department of shipments of live stock by 
permitting notice of shipment to be given by 
mail or telegraph. 

It further empowers the Minister with the 
approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Coun- 
cil to make shipments of live stock from 
specified areas or points subject to all the 
provisions of section 49 of the principal Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


AGRICULTURAL PESTS ACT EXPENDI- 
TURES ACT (Chapter 36). This Act appro- 
priates $150,000.00 for expenditures in 1937 
under The Agricultural Pests Act in carrying 
out measures for grasshopper extermination. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


SEED GRAIN AND OTHER ADVANCES 
SECURITY ACT, 1936, AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 37). The Seed Grain and 
Other Advances Security Act, 1936, Amend- 
ment Act, 1937, continues the operation of 
the amended Act for the year 1937. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


SCHOOL ASSESSMENT ACT, 1931, 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 38). This 
Act substitutes a definition of “Farm land” 
for the definition of ‘“Unsubdivided farm 
lands” and substitutes the expression “Farm 
land” for the expression “Unsubdivided farm 
land’? wherever the same occurs in the amend- 
ed Act; and the exemption under section 
5 (2) of farm buildings, improvements, live 
stock, implements and vehicles, is restricted 
to such as are Kept on farm land (sections 
J oeOLo.and 9), 

Section 6 is amended to provide for assess- 
ments on the establishment of a district 
(section 4). 

Appeals from the Court of Revision are 
to be to the Director of Assessments (sections 
10, 11, 12, 18 and 14) and section 26 is amend- 
ed providing for the procedure thereon. 

Appeal is to be given to the secretary with- 
in 21 days of the mailing of the notification 
of the result of the appeal to the Court of 
Revision; and the secretary is required to 
forward all notices of appeal to the Director 
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of Assessments, who is required to fix and 
give notice of the time and place for the 
hearing of appeals (section 5). 

A right of appeal is given from the Direc- 
tor of Assessments to the Alberta Assess- 
ment Commission. 

In cases where a board levies its own taxes, 
the board is permitted to include in its esti- 
mates an amount approved by the Minister 
for the creation of a reserve fund (sections . 
6 and 7). 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


BERRY CREEK SCHOOL DIVISION ACT 
(Chapter 39), ratifies the constitution of The 
Berry Creek School Division No. 1 by order 
of the Minister of Education dated Ist 
October, 1936, and validates that order. 

It also validates the constitution of the 
subdivisions of the division, and the election 
of the members of the board of the division. 

It also empowers the Minister to dissolve 
or alter school districts included in the 
division; and to constitute in the areas of 
dissolved districts new school districts which 
are to be school districts in the division. — 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 1937. 


SCHOOL ACT, 1931, AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 40). Section 2 amends the 
definition of “Board” and “Elector”. 

Sections 3 and 4 amend sections 36 and 37 
relating to the taking of a poll. 

Section 5 amends section 120 and permits 
a Board to make cash contributions to musical 
festivals as well as to school fairs. 

Sections 6 and 7 amend sections 128 and 129 
to make the provisions applicable to school 
divisions. 

Section 8 defines “Board” so as to mean the 
divisional board in the case of a _ school 
division for the purposes of sections 136, 137 
and 138. 

Section 9 makes the provisions of section 
140 applicable to consolidated school districts 
as well as to rural and village school dis- 
tricts. 

_ Section 10 amends section 157 by prescrib- 
ing as to the form of notice to terminate a 
teacher’s agreement. 

Section 11 provides for the signing of 
teachers’ agreements by the chairman or any 
authorized member of the Board. 

Section 12 includes days of attendance at a 
musical festival as teaching days under 
section 162. 

Section 138 makes a number of alterations 
as to the fees in the case of non-resident 
pupils (section 202). 
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Section 14 declares Boards of school districts 
and of school divisions and their officers and 
teachers to be public officers for the pur- 
pose of The Public Authorities Protection 
Act. 

Sections 15 and 16 amend sections 228 and 
229 by extending the term of complaints as 
to election irregularities from twenty to 
thirty days. 

The remaining sections relate to school 
divisions. Sections 17, 18, 19, 20 and 21 pro- 
vide for subdivisional meetings of the dele- 
gates of school districts; and make conse- 
quential necessary changes to sections 231 
to 234. 


Section 22 amends section 238 and makes 
the provisions of sections 47 and sections 86 
to 89 applicable to a poll in a subdivision, 
and section 23 gives the chairman of a pub- 
lic meeting to elect a divisional trustee the 
power to vote at the election. 


Section 24 revises the provisions of section 
239 as to the procedure upon the close of the 
poll at a divisional election. 


Section 25 prescribes an oath of office for 
a divisional trustee. 

Section 26 modifies the provisions of section 
246 as to the mailing of notices of meetings. 


Section 27 makes new provision for the 
filling of vacancies on a divisional board. 


Section 28 amends section 248 so as to 
make all property of included school districts 
vesting in a divisional board available for 
the purposes of the division. 


Section 29 amends section 249 to provide 
for the payment of expenses incidental to the 
membership of the Board of an included dis- 
trict in The Alberta Trustees’ Association. 


Section 30 prohibits members of a divisional 
board from entering into contracts with the 
board and declares as to the rights and 
liabilities of divisions and divisional boards. 


Sections 31 and 32 amend sections 253 and 
254 relating to the procedure as to agree- 
ments for including additional districts. 


Section 33 provides that the constitution of 
a village in a School Division shall not 
affect the constitution of the division. 


Section 34 amends section 258 as to re- 
turns of the value of assessable property to 
be made by the secretary-treasurer of muni- 
cipal districts to the secretary of a divisional 
board, and section 35 makes a similar amend- 
ment to section 259 as to returns by the Min- 
ister of Municipal Affairs. 


Section 36 fixes the 15th March as the last 
date for making the annual estimates of 
divisional expenditures. 
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Sections 37 and 38 extend the application 
of sections 261 and 262 to cities, towns, vil- 
lages and municipal districts. 

Section 39 makes new provision as to the 
requisitions of divisional boards upon munici- 
palities. 

Section 40 amends the provisions as to 
the levy to meet requisitions of a division in 
the case of improvement districts, munici- 
pal districts and cities, towns and villages; 
confers an express power to tax, and pro- 
vides for the amendment to be used in the 
years 1937 and 1938. 

Section 41 makes new provision as to 
furnishing secretaries of municipal districts 
and the Minister of Municipal Affairs of 
certain assessment rolls. 

Section 42 empowers the Minister of Muni- 
cipal Affairs to borrow to meet requisitions. 


Section 48 amends section 264 which 
empowers borrowings by a divisional board. 


Section 44 defines the responsibilities and 
duties of the secretary of a divisional board. 


Section 45 makes provision as to the grants 
payable to a division in the first year of its 
operations. 

Sections 46 and 47 prescribe new forms 
H and K, and section 48 sets out an amended 
Part II of the Schedule. 

Sections 17 to 43 came into force on April 
14th, 1937, and are retroactive to January Ist, 
1937; the remaining sections come into force 
on July Ist, 1937. 


UNIVERSITY ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 41), makes the President of 
the University of Alberta Alumni Assccia- 
tion an ex officio member of the Board of 
Governors of the University. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


SCHOOL GRANTS ACT AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 42), substitutes the ex- 
pression “shop courses” for the expression 
“manual training’ wherever that expression 
occurs in the amended Act. 

It strikes out the provision for a grant for 
the teaching of domestic science or manual 
training. 

It recognizes the closing of a school by a 
public health nurse employed by the Depart- 
ment of Public Health as well as by a medical 
practitioner in case of an epidemic in relation 
to the payment of grants. 

Section 31 is struck out. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 
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SCHOOL ACT, 1931, AMENDMENT ACT, 
No. 2, 1937 (Chapter 43). Section 2 amends 
section 156 and makes teaching contracts 
continue from year to year unless and until 
the teacher’s certificate is revoked. Section 
3 amends the same section by prohibiting 
the requiring of a teacher to perform janitor 
services. 

Sections 4, 5, and 6 amend section 157 re- 
lating to the termination of teachers’ agree- 
ments. 


Section 7 provides for the determination 
of a teacher’s contract by the Minister. 


Section 8 restores section 160 relating to 
the Board of Reference to the form in which 
it was enacted in 1931. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


MUNICIPAL HOSPITALS ACT, 1929, 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 44), em- 
powers the Minister to appoint a member 
of a Hospital Board for a municipality in 
case the council has been dismissed and an 
official administrator has been appointed in 
its place. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


MENTAL DISEASES ACT AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 45), excludes an addict 
as defined in the amended Act from the 
operation of section 3, which provides for 
proceedings before a Justice of the Peace 
leading to an inquiry as to persons who are 
mentally diseased and dangerous to be at 
large. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


MENTAL DEFECTIVES ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 46), redefines the 
expression “mentally defective person” as 
any person in whom there is a condition of 
arrested or incomplete development of mind 
existing before the age of eighteen years, 
whether arising from inherent causes or 
induced by disease or injury. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


SEXUAL STERILIZATION ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 47), defines ‘““Men- 
tal Hygiene Clinic’ as any Mental Hygiene 
Clinic conducted by or under the direction 
of The Department of Health: “Mental Hos- 
pital” as a hospital within the meaning of 
The Mental Diseases Act: “Mentally defec- 
tive person” as any persOn in whom there 
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is a condition of arrested or incomplete de- 
velopment of mind existing before the age 
of eighteen years, whether arising from in- 
herent causes or induced by disease or in- 
jury: “Minister” as the Minister of Health; 
and “Psychotic person” as a person who suf- 
fers from a psychosis. 


Section 3 amends the provisions relating 
to the examination of persons by the Board; 
and provides for such examination in the 
case of patients in a Mental Hospital whom 
it is proposed to discharge and perscns who 
have been under treatment or observation 
at a Mental Hygiene Clinic. 


Section 4 relates to sterilizing operations 
in the case of psychotic persons, and provides 
that the operation may be ordered where the 
Board is of the unanimous opinion that the 
exercise of the power of procreation would 
result in the transmissin of mental disease 
or the risk of mental injury. 


Section 5 relates to similar operations in 
the case of mentally defective persons and 
contains similar provisions. 


Section 6 exempts from liability to civil 
actions the Board and other persOns in re- 
spect of anything done in good faith in pur- 
ported pursuance of the Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


GRAZING LEASE TAXATION ACT 
(Chapter 48), does away with the taxation 
of grazing leases under The Municipal Dis- 
trict Act, The Improvement Districts Act, 
The Educational Tax Act and The Social 
Services Tax Act, and imposes a provincial 
tax on grazing leases held under the Crown 
of an amount equal to the amount of the 
rent. 

Arrears of taxes upon grazing lands owing 
on the 31st of December, 1936, payable pur- 
suant to The Municipal District Act or The 
Improvement Districts Act are declared to 
be the property of the Province. 


Provision is made for the payment by the 
Provincial Treasurer of all the taxes col- 
lected by him on grazing leases in a special 
area to the Board thereof; out of the taxes 
collected on grazing leases in municipal dis- 
tricts and improvement districts one-fourth 
is to be paid to the district in which the 
leases are situate, and a further one-fourth 
is to be expended in the manner prescribed 
by The Educational Tax Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937, and is retroactive to December 3lst, 
1936. 


CROWN CULTIVATION LEASES ACT 
(Chapter 49), exempts from taxation under 
The Municipal District Act, The Improve- 
ment Districts Act, The School Assessment 
Act and The Social Services Tax Act, the 
interest of any lessee, licensee or permittee 
holding land of the Crown under a cultivation 
lease, license or permit, in respect of which 
a crop share is payable as rent. 

Provision is made for the payment by the 
Minister out of the amount received on ac- 
count of the share of crop, one-twelfth to 
the municipal district or improvement dis- 
trict in which the land is situate, and a fur- 
ther one-tweifth to the school district in 
which the land is situate. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937, and is retroactive to December 31st, 
1936. 


EMPLOYMENT OFFICES ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 50), repeals and replaces The Em- 
ployment Offices Act (R.S.A. 1922 ch. 179), 
and provides for the constitution of The 
Alberta Government Employment Service as 
a branch of the Public Service of the Prov- 
ince; the appointment of a General Superin- 
tendent and other necessary employees; the 
appointment of an Advisory Council repre- 
sentative of employers and employees; and 
the operation of employment offices. 

The operation of employment offices for 
gain is prohibited. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
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“— ALBERTA MUNICIPAL ASSESSMENT 
COMMISSION ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 51), includes a reference to 
The School Assessment Act, 1931 (sections 
2 and 5). 

It further extends the date for completion 
of the equalization of assessments for an- 
other year (sections 3 and 4). 

Section 7 amends section 20, and provides 
for appeals to the Commission from all 
orders of the director made on appeals from 
assessments; all orders of the director re- 
lating to the equalization of assessments; 
all assessments made by the director; and 
the decision of the Court of Revision of any 
city which is subject to the Act. 

It further provides for the deposit on an 
appeal of a fee of $3.00 for each parcel to 
which the appeal relates, except in the case 
of appeals from orders of the directcr relat- 
ing to the equalization of assessments. 


Section 27 is amended by section 8. 


This Act came into force on April 14th 
1937. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACY, 1933, 
CONTINUATION ACT, 1937 (Chapter 52), 
continues in force The Unemployment Re- 
lief Act, 1933, until the 3lst of March, 1938. 


This Act came into force on April 14th. 
1937, and is retroactive to March 31st, 1937. 


HOME IMPROVEMENTS EXEMPTION 
ACT (Chapter 53), permits any city, town, 
village, municipal district and school district 
to exempt from assessment repairs, altera- 
tions and additions to any rural or urban 
home carried out in the year 1936 since the 
15th of October, 1936, and in the years 1937 
and 1938 or either of them, in respect to 
which a loan has or might have been made 
under The Home Improvements Loan Guar- 
antee Act of the Dominion. 


The amount of the exemption is not to 
exceed (a) in the case of a single property 
which is to be converted into a multiple 
family dwelling, $1000.00 for each family 
unit plus $100.00; and (b) in the case of any 
other single property, $2000.00. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


INDUSTRIES ASSESSMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 54), repeals The Industries Assess- 
ment Act, 1935, ch. 10. It permits any city, 
town or village to pass a by-law fixing the 
assessment of the property of any person 
carrying On or proposing to carry on an in- 
dustrial establishment or manufactory; such 
assessment is not to be for a longer period 
than 20 years; may not be renewed, and is 
not to affect any tax on land apart from 
the value of improvements thereon, special 
taxes, business tax, or any other tax other 
than a tax on improvements. 

The fixed assessment may not be less than 
one-fourth of either the actual value or the 
cost of the improvements. 

To be effective, the by-law must be passed 
by th affirmative vote of three-quarters of 
all the members of the council, and be as- 
sented to by two-thirds of the electors quali- 
fied to vote on money by-laws who vote 
thereon. 

No such by-law may be passed in respect 
of a business established elsewhere in the 
Province or which has been removed into 
the municipality from another municipality 
in Alberta. 

Subject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners, a municipal- 
ity may transfer or lease land to an indus- 
trial establishment and may furnish it with 
municipal services. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 
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LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ BORROWINGS 
GUARANTEE ACT, 1937 (Chapter 55), re- 
peals and replaces The Local Authorities’ 
Borrowings Guarantee Act (1934, Ch. 56). 

This Act provides for guarantees by the 
Government of borrowings by municipal 
districts, improvement districts and school 
districts, between March 31st, 1937, and 
April Ist, 1988, on the security of uncol- 
lected taxes, for the purpose of meeting 
current expenditures and the payment of 
requisitions of school districts, school divi- 
sions, the payment of sums due to munici- 
pal hospital boards and the board of any 
hospital for the hospitalization of residents. 


It also provides for loans by the Govern- 
ment instead of guarantees. 

No guaranteed borrowing or loan is to 
exceed the amount of outstanding current 
taxes. 


Provision is made for the submission to 
the legislature of returns as to all guarantees 
or loans made pursuant to this Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


CORPORATIONS TEMPORARY ADDI- 
TIONAL TAXATION ACT AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1837 (Chapter 56), continues the pro- 
visions of the amended Act for a further 
year. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937, except paragraph (b) of section 2, 
which comes into force on January lst, 1938. 


CORPORATIONS TAXATION ACT 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 57), by 
section 2 imposes an additional tax on banks 
of one-tenth of one per cent on paid up 
capital. ; 

By section 3 the tax payable by life in- 
surance cOmpanies on premiums on business 
in the Province is increased from two to 
three per cent. 


By section 4 the tax payable by loan com- 
panies on income from investments in the 
Province is increased from one to two per 
cent. 

Section 5 increases the tax payable by 
finance companies on the gross income from 
operations in the Province from one to two 
per cent and fixes the minimum tax at 
$100.00 instead of $50.00. 

By section 6 the provision as to the amount 
of the maximum tax payable by investment 
companies is repealed. 

Section 7 increases the amount of tax 


payable by certain power companies from 
$1000.00 to $10,000.00. 
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Section 8 imposes a tax on companies 
operating certain natural gas processing 
plants of two and one-half per cent on the 
amount for which the company is liable to 
pay income tax, or the sum of $10,000.00, 
whichever is the greater. 

Section 9 relates to companies not other- 
wise taxed and increases the tax on capital 
from 40c to 50c and increases the minimum 
tax from $10.00 to $15.00. 

This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937, with the exception of section 9, which 
comes into force on January Ist, 1938. 


RAILWAY TAXATION ACT (PROVIN- 
CIAL) AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 
58), increases the rate of taxation on the 
assessed value of railways in the Province 
from one to one and one-half per cent. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


COMPANIES ACT, 1929, AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 59), prohibits the in- 
corporation of a company which has for any 
of its objects the operation of a stock ex- 
change. 

. The reference to the numbering of share 
certificates in section 66 is struck out. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


VEHICLES AND HIGHWAY TRAFFIC 
ACT, 1924, AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chap- 
ter 60), by section 2 defines “Highway Traf- 
fic Board” as the Board appointed under 
The Public Service Vehicles Act, and “Ped- 
estrian” as any person making use of public 
highways on foot. 

Section 3 makes certification under The 
Public Service Vehicles Act of a _ public 
motor vehicle a condition of registration 
under the amended Act. 

Section 4 strikes out section 19 of the 
amended Act. 

Section 5 requires a motor vehicle to drop 
or dim headlights when approaching another 
vehicle proceeding in an opposite direction 
when within not less than 350 feet. 

Section 6 makes compulsory the carrying 
of lights on cycles between one hour after 
sunset and one hour before sunrise, and the 
carrying of a rear lamp or a reflector; and 
empowers cities by by-law to prescribe 
areas within which stationary vehicles are 
required to have between one hour after sun- 
set and one hour before sunrise lighted lamp 
or reflector in the rear. 
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Section 7 amends section 40 and makes 
new provision as to the adequacy of brakes 
for motor vehicles. 


Policemen and officers oppointed under 
the amended Act:or The Public Service 
Vehicles Act are empowered to test brakes 
at any time and to require the owner of the 
vehicle to have the same made adequate 
if necessary. 

In the case of a motor vehicle equipped 
with two-wheel brakes, the service brakes 
are not adequate unless capable of bringing 
the vehicle when fully loaded to a stop 
whilst being operated at twenty miles per 
hour on a level surface consisting of dry 
asphalt or concrete paving free from loose 
material, within forty feet of the point at 
which the brakes are applied. 


In the case of service brakes on other 
motor vehicles, the service brakes are not 
adequate unless capable of bringing the 
vehicle to a stop within twenty feet whilst 
operated in the manner and under the con- 
ditions last mentioned. 


The hand brake of any motor vehicle is 
not adequate unless capable of bringing the 
vehicle to a stop within 55 feet when oper- 
ated in the manner and under the conditions 
above mentioned. 


All brakes are to be kept in good order 
at all times and so adjusted as to exert even 
pressure on the wheels on each side of the 
vehicle. 


Section 8 makes it compulsory for the 
Operator of any motor vehicle involved in 
any accident causing injury to person or 
property, to report the same to a police of- 
ficer or constable in such form as may be 
prescribed by the Minister. 


Section 9 adds a new Part Va, setting out 
the rights and duties of pedestrians. 


At intersections where the traffic is light 
controlled, pedestrians are to cross in the 
direction of the moving traffic; and vehicles 
turning are to yield the right-of-way to 
pedestrians so crossing, except at intersec- 
tions where the traffic is regulated by a 
police officer or by lights, vehicles and street 
cars are to yield the right-of-way to pedes- 
trians crossing the roadway at intersections. 

Where a vehicle is stopped at a marked 
crossing to permit a pedestrian to cross, it 
is declared to be unlawful for any other 
vehicle to overtake or pass such vehicle. 


Pedestrians crossing a roadway elsewhere 
than at a crossing are to yield the right-of- 
way to vehicles. 

At intersections controlled by lights or 
a police officer, vehicles are to yield the 
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right-of-way to pedestrians who have started 
to cross on a green or “go” signal and in 
all other cases pedestrians are to yield the 
right-of-way to vehicles lawfully proceed- 
ing ahead on a green or “go” signal. 

Pedestrians on the paved or travelled part 
of a highway are to comply with the rules 
governing vehicles as to meeting and turn- 
ing out, except that pedestrians are to keep 
to the left of the center line instead of the 
right, and are to turn to the left instead of 
the right thereof, so as to permit all vehicles 
passing them in either direction to pass on 
their right. Pedestrians are not required 
to give road signals. 

Section 10 prescribes new penalties for 
miscellaneous offences, namely for a first 
offence a penalty of not more than $20 and 
costs; for a second offence a penalty of not 
more than $50 and costs; and for a third or 
subsequent offence a penalty of not more 
than $100 and costs. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


TOWN PLANNING ACT, 1929,, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 61), includes in 
the amended Act a further provision mak- 
ing the approval of the Town Planning 
Board a condition to the registration of sub- 
division plans containing more than ten lots; 
this provision was formerly section 142% of 
The Public Utilities Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


FACTORIES ACT, 1926, AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 62), makes a number of 
amendments to the amended Act in the mat- 
ter of details of administration consequent 
on the transfer of its administration to tr 
Department of Public Works, and provides 
for the appointment of a Chief Inspector. 

Offices are taken out of the purview of 
the Act. 


Section 26 relating to measures to pre- 
vent dust inhalation in factories is amended. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


BOILERS ACT, 1929, AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 63), amends the definition of 
boiler to include any pressure vessel with 
a capacity of three cubic feet; redefines 
“horse-power,” “oil still,’ “pressure vessel” 
and “refrigerating plant”; it provides new 
definitions for “heat exchanger,” “liquid re- 
ceiver” and “steam processor’ and makes 
their operation subject to the Act. 
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Section 5 sets out the qualifications for 
appointment as a Chief Inspector. 


Section 6 relates to the appointment of a 
Chief Inspector, Inspectors and Assistant 
Tnspectors, and sets out the qualifications 
for appointment as Assistant Inspector. 


Section 7 provides for the annual regis- 
tration of all pressure vessels. 


Section 9 modifies the provisions as to the 
fees payable where an Inspector is delayed 
in an inspection of a steam boiler or pres- 
sure vessel; it also makes the owner of a 
pressure vessel who assigns duties to an 
engineer or fireman in conflict with this 
Act guilty of an offence and liable to a fine 
of not less than $250 nor more than $500 and 
costs. 

Section 10 requires the display of the in- 
spection certificate adjacent to the pressure 
vessel to which it relates. 


Section 11 makes the chief engineer of a 
steam plant responsible for tampering with 
valves, gauges and other appliances on a 
pressure vessel and makes such interfer- 
ence an offence punishable by fine. 


Section 12 makes the nondisclosure to an 
Inspector by the chief engineer of any Seri- 
ous defect a cause for the suspension of the 
engineer’s certificate. 


Section 18 sets out certain engineering 
work which may be performed by the holder 
of a final certificate. 


Section 15 makes new provision in the 
case of the employment of engineers in 
emergencies (Section 26). 


The Act makes a number of amendments 
as to administrative detail and provides for 
the registration as well as the renewal of 
certificates. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


RURAL MUTUAL TELEPHONE COM- 
PANIES ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 64), amends section 9 relating to 
the holding of shares by subscribers; every 
holder of a share is required to become a 
subscriber for the company’s service within 
six months of becoming the holder; if he 
does not, he loses his right to attend and 
vote at shareholders’ meetings until such 
time as he becomes a subscriber; but re- 
mains liable for calls on his shares. 

The right of a holder of a share to trans- 
fer the same is not affected by the foregoing 
provision but the transferee is bound 
thereby. 
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The company is empowered to furnish 
service to non-shareholders. 


This Act came into force on March 30th, 
1937. 


PIPE LINE ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 65), empowers a company 
authorized under The Pipe Line Act to enter 
upon and acquire private property for the 
purpose of the pipe line right-of-way. The 
Lieutenant Governor in. Council is em- 
powered to prescribe conditions subject to 
which a company may exercise its power 
in the matter of the mode of exercise of the 
power and the ascertaining and payment of 
compensation, and to prohibit the exercise 
of the power until the prescribed conditions 
have been complied with. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATIONS ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 66), takes the place of The 
Co-operative Associations Act (R.S.A. 1922, 
ch. 160). 


Section 3 prohibits the use of the word 
“Co-operative” or any abbreviation thereof 
as part of its name unless authorized so to 
do by statute. 

Section 4 prohibits the registration of an 
association with a name similar to that of 
any other existing registered association; and 
provides that the word “Limited” shall be 
the last word in the name of an association. 

Section 5 provides for the incorporation 
of associations having for their object (a) 
the conduct of co-operative undertakings, 
enterprises, stores, industries or businesses, 
either by wholesale or by retail or both; 
(b) the conduct in connection with any 
activity mentioned in (a) of any business or 
industry for manufacturing, processing, 
handling, marketing, distributing or ship- 
ping produce of farmers or of members of 
the association. 

Application for incorporation is to be 
made to the Supervisor in a prescribed form 
signed by not less than ten persons and 
verified by affidavit; upon the application 
being approved by the Supervisor it is 
transmitted to the Registrar who registers 
the same and thereupon the association is 
incorporated. 

Sections 6 to 9 relate to the by-laws of 
association. Provision is made for prescrib- 
ing standard by-laws; as to the by-laws 
which may be made by an association; as 
to the force of by-laws; and as to the re- 
peal and amendment thereof. 
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Section 10 confers upon the directors the 
general direction and supervision of the 
affairs of the association, and provides for 
the appointment by the directors of neces- 
sary officers and servants. 


Sections 11, 12 and 13 relate to member- 
ship; all persons who are subscribers to or 
shareholders are members; minors over the 
age of sixteen may become members; each 
member is entitled to one vote only regard- 
less of the number of shares he holds; and no 
voting by proxy is permitted. 

Sections 14 and 15 relate to the share 
capital of the association, the rights and 
liabilities incident to shares, and provision 
is made limiting the liability of members 
to unpaid calls on their shares. 

Section 16 provides that all elections are 
to be by ballot; and further provides for 
holding meetings at a time other than the 
time fixed for the same in certain cases. 


Section 17 provides for the dismissal by 
the Board of a director who is disloyal. 


Section 18 sets out the requirements to 
be observed by an association as to its head 
office, the display and use of its name, the 
audit of its accounts, annual returns to the 
Supervisor and Registrar; the inspection by 
members of its books, and the furnishing of 
copies of the annual return to members. 


Section 19 makes moneys payable to an 
association by a shareholder recoverable as 
a debt. 

Section 20 makes provision for the trans- 
fer of membership or shares by nomination; 
for the transfer of the interest of a member 
dying intestate; and for the disposition of 
the interest of a member who is mentally 
diseased or mentally incompetent; it also 
provides as to the mode of making bills of 
exchange and promissory notes by an asso- 
ciation; and as to the evidential value of 
share registers. 

Section 21 provides as to the mode of 
making contracts. 


Section 22 sets out the power of an asso- 
ciation to acquire real estate and deal with 
the same; as to the power to contribute to 
the funds of other similar associations; and 
prohibits contributions to any organization 
having for any of its objects the furtherance 
of the interests of any political party. 

Sections 23 to 25 prescribe the conditions 
under which an association may buy or sell 
on credit or pledge its credit. 

Section 26 prohibits an association from 
operating any store in any place which is 
within five miles of any store of any other 
association, without the consent of the 
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Supervisor, which consent is not to be given 
when the Supervisor considers the operation 
of the new store would be detrimental to the 
other. 

Section 27 provides for the apportionment 
by the directors of surpluses and their distri- 
bution. 

Section 28 prescribes as to the form of 
discharge of mortgages, etc., by an association 
and its mode of execution. 

Section 29 prescribes as to the security to 
be furnished by officers of an association. 


Section 30 provides for the settlement of 
disputes between members and the associa- 
tion by arbitration. 

Section 31 relates to special resolutions, 
the manner of their passage, the require- 
ments for their validity, and the matters 
which may be dealt with by special resolu- 
tions, such as change of name and amalgama- 
tion of associations. 


Section 32 provides as to the manner in 
which associations may be dissolved and 
their affairs liquidated. 


Section 33 prescribes a penalty for offences 
against this Act; prohibits prosecutions 
therefor without the consent of the Minister; 
and empowers the Minister to suspend the 
activities of an association which is being 
prosecuted for an offence against the Act, 
pending the determination thereof. 


Section 34 and Schedule D prescribe the 
fees payable to the Registrar. 

Section 35 empowers the Leiutenant Gov- 
ernor in Council to make regulations. 


Section 36 makes the provisions of the 
Act applicable to all co-operative associa- 
tions incorporated: under The Co-operative 
Associations Act (R.S.A. 1922, ch. 160). 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


AUCTIONEERS AND PEDLERS ACT 
REPEAL ACT (Chapter 67), repeals The 
Auctioneers and Pedlers Act (R.S. A. 1922, 
ch. 39), as and from a date to be fixed by 
Proclamation. 


This Act comes into force upon Proclama- 
tion. 


FUEL OIL LICENSING ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 68), assigns the 
administration of the amended Act to the 
Department of Trade and Industry. 


Licenses may be refused in cases where 
it is in the interests both of the public and 
the fuel oil industry. 
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Violations of the provisions of The Depart- 
ment of Trade and Industry Act or regula- 
tions under that Act are made additional 
causes for the refusal of licenses. 


Section 19 of the amended Act is struck 
out. 


The powers of licensing, regulation, in- 
spection and investigation are transferred 
from the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners to the Minister of Trade and Industry. 


This Act came into force on March 30th, 
1937. 


INDUSTRIAL STANDARDS ACT 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 69), sub- 
stitutes the Board of Industrial Relations 
for the Bureau of Labour as the body 
charged with the administration of the 
amended Act. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


BREAD ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 70), strikes out the provision of 
the amended Act relating to the licensing 
of bakers and bake shops. 


It prohibits the use of a cellar or base- 
ment as a bake shop. 


This Act comes into force on Proclamation. 


BUREAU OF LABOUR ACT REPEAL 
ACT (Chapter 71), repeals The Bureau of 
Labour Act (R.S. A. 1922, Ch. 27). 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


NATIONAL FOOD PRODUCTS LIMITED, 
AN ACT TO RATIFY, CONFIRM AND 
VALIDATE A CERTAIN LOAN TO (Chap- 
ter 72). 


This Act ratified, confirmed and validated 
O.C. 1161/36 under which a loan of $10,000 
was made to National Food Products Lim- 
ited upon certain security, for the erection, 
equipment and putting into operation of a 
canning factory. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


CO-OPERATIVE ACTIVITIES SUPER- 
VISION ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 73), makes the formation of credit 
societies under The Alberta Co-operative 
Rural Credit Act subject to the approval of 
the Supervisor of Co-operative Activities. 


It also empowers the Minister in his dis- 
cretion to suspend or cancel the charter of 
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any association incorporated under The Co- 
operative Associations Act or The Co-opera- 
tive Marketing Associations Act which the 
Supervisor reports as mismanaged or con- 
ducted on an unsound basis, or otherwise 
than in accordance with co-operative prin- 
ciples. ; 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING ASSOC- 
IATIONS ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 74), assigns the administration of 
the amended Act to the Department of Trade 
and Industry. 


It prohibits contributions by a Co-opera- 
tive Marketing Association to any associa- 
tion or body having for its objects the 
furtherance of any political party. 


It permits persons who are consumers of 
a product marketed by an association to 
become members of such association. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


FREEDOM OF TRADE UNION ASSOC- 
IATION ACT (Chapter 75), provides that it 
shall be lawful for emplyoees to form them- 
selves into a trade union; and that it shall 
be lawful for employees to bargain collect- 
ively with their employers and to bargain 
through their trade union and its officers. 


Contracts restricting any employee in the 
exercise of his rights as above are declared 
null and void. 


The Act prohibits employers from intim- 
idating employees or threatening employees 
with loss of employment or discharging or 
penalizing employees with the object of 
preventing them from belonging to a trade 
union, and declares the same to be an 
offence punishable on summary conviction 
in the case of a natural person by a fine of 
not more than $100.00 and costs or 30 days 
imprisonment, and in the case of a body 
corporate to a fine of not more than $1000.00; 
and declares the directors and manager of 
the business of a corporation to be person- 
ally responsible unless it is proved that they 
had no knowledge of the act or had 
attempted to prevent its commission. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


PROVINCIAL LANDS ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 76), makes a 
number of amendments to The Provincial 
Lands Act. 


Section 13 is amended by permitting home- 
stead entries on land advertised as open for 
entry at any time after publication of the 
advertisement. 

Section 23 is amended to permit residence 
on land acquired under an agreement of 
sale if at least one-third of the purchase 
money has been paid to be treated as resid- 
ence by an entrant in the vicinity of his 
homestead; a further amendment provides 
as to the mode of proof of ownership of 
land. 

Section 36 is amended by making the due 
date for rentals payable under all existing 
Crown leases of land the 1st day of Janu- 
ary in each year. 

Section 40 is amended to permit the dis- 
position of School Lands containing sand, 
stone or gravel. 

Section 44 is amended to provide for the 
appointment of a Board to deal with com- 
promises of arrears in respect of agreements 
of sale of School Lands and to give effect to 
the reports of the Board. 


Section 44a is deleted. 


Section 46 is amended as to the condi*tions 
of disposal of timber berths. 


Section 48 is amended as to the period for 
which a license for a timber berth may be 
granted and renewed. 

Section 49 is amended and makes it a 
condition of a timber license that the licen- 
see shall annually manufacture at least 
75,000 feet board measure for each square 
mile of the berth, and that the licensee shall 
pay in advance license fees, fireguarding 
charges and taxes, and shall pay the dues 
fixed by the regulations. 


Section 51 is amended by the addition of 
a provision for the determination by a Judge 
of the Supreme Court of disputes between 
the licensee of a timber berth and persons 
holding a grant, permit or license from the 
Crown of any right to quarry, to bore for 
salt, oil or natural gas, or to mine, as to 
any timber included in the license damaged 
or destroyed by any person holding any 
such grant, permit or license. 


Section 52 is amended by making timber 
berths subject to the payment of the Timber 
Areas Tax as well as other charges. 


Section 68 is amended by substituting a 
Judge or Local Judge of the Supreme Court 
in Chambers for Master in Chambers. 

Section 91 is amended by striking out the 
words “upon request made to him by the 
Minister’’. 

_Section 94 is amended so as to require all 
licensees of timber berths disposed of on or 
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before September 30th, 1930, to erect and 
operate saw mills in connection therewith 
by December 31st, 1939, and in default the 
license is liable to cancellation. 


New section 95a empowers the Minister 
to give a notice in writing to any person 
occupying any Provincial land without the 
right to do so, to vacate the land and non- 
compliance with such notice is an offence 
punishable by a fine of not more than $100 
and costs and in default of payment by im- 
prisonment for a term of 60 days. 


This Act came into force on April 14th, 
1937. 


GARAGEMEN’S LIEN ACT (Chapter 77), 
gives a garageman a lien upon a motor 
vehicle for the storage, servicing, repair or 
maintenance of such vehicle or for accessor- 
ies furnished for the same. A claim of lien 
must be filed with the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court at Calgary and with the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court at Edmonton before the 
expiration of 36 days after the day upon 
which the storage of the vehicle terminated 
or the vehicle was last serviced or the re- 
pairs were completed as the case may be. 


The lien is postponed to encumbrances on 
the vehicle created in good faith and with- 
out express notice at any time during which 
the vehicle is out of the possession of the 
person entitled to the lien and before the 
filing of the claim of lien. 


The lien ceases on the expiration of 90 
days from the filing of the claim unless pro- 
ceedings to enforce the lien are taken within 
such period. 


The lien may be enforced by seizure 
within 90 days after the filing of the lien 
made by a sheriff, deputy sheriff, assistant 
sheriff or sheriffs bailiff, upon a warrant 
issued by the garageman; and upon seizure 
the vehicle is to be delivered to the garage- 
man who thereupon has the same right of 
enforcing his lien as if he had a Possessory 
Lien under The Possessory Lien Act. 


A “garageman” is defined as a person who 
keeps a place of business which has accom- 
modation for the housing or storing of any 
motor vehicle and who receives compensa- 
tion for such housing or storing; and “motor 
vehicle” is defined as every vehicle pro- 
pelled by any power other than muscular 
power except aeroplanes and such motor 
vehicles as run only on tracks or rails. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 
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NOTARIES PUBLIC ACT AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 78), provides that the 
powers of a Notary Public are to administer 
oaths attested by his signature and seal, to 
attest commercial instruments brought to 
him for public protestation or otherwise to 
give notarial certificates of his acts and 
demand, receive and have all the rights, 
profits and emoluments rightfully apper- 
taining to the exercise of such powers. 


It further provides that in the case of 
oaths, affidavits, affirmations and declara- 
tions taken within the Province for use in 
the Province the affixing of the seal is 
unnecessary. 

This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


AGRICULTURAL PESTS ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 79), includes 
animals, insects and diseases which are 
deemed to be destructive of or dangerous to 
live stock as agricultural pests. 

This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


FEEDER ASSOCIATIONS GUARANTEE 
ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 80), 
revised the provisions of the amended Act 
as to guaranteeing loans to Feeder Associa- 
tions. 

The guarantee is restricted to 25% of the 
amount of the guaranteed loan and the 
aggregate of all loans which may be guar- 
anteed in any year is restricted to $100,000.00. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


SCHOOL ACT, 1931, AMENDMENT ACT, 
1937 (No. 3), (Chapter 81), authorizes the 
Minister to make any reference under sec- 
tion 160 of the amended Act to any desig- 
nated member of the Board instead of to 
the Board; and the member designated has 
the same powers as are conferred upon the 
Board in dealing with any matter so re- 
ferred to him. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES ACT, 1933, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (No. 2), (Chapter 82), 
provides for the authentication of Municipal 
debentures by affixing thereon the seal of 
the Department of Municipal Affairs, instead 
of by the signature of the Deputy Minister. 


_ This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 
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PROSPERITY CERTIFICATES ACT 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 83), em- 
powers the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
to authorize the redemption of outstanding 
Prosperity Certificates upon presentation, 
and to prescribe as to the stamps to be 
affixed on certificates at the time of pres- 
entation. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937, and is retroactive to the lst May,. 1937. 


SESSIONAL INDEMNITIES ADVANCES 
ACT, 1937 (Chapter 84), provides for the 
payment by the Provincial Treasurer of 
loans made to members of the Legislature of 
a sum not exceeding $450.00 at any time 
between the 17th June, 1937, and the opening 
of the next Session of the Legislature, 
secured by an assignment of the member’s 
sessional indemnity of which notice has 
been given to the Treasurer. 


The amount so paid is deductable from the 
member’s indemnity. 


In case a member obtaining such a loan 
ceases to be a member of the Legislative 
Assembly before the opening of the next 
Session, the amount paid is declared to be 
compensation earned by the member. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


MUNICIPAL DISTRICT ACT AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 85), amends a 
number of provisions of the amended Act. 


Section 20a is amended by providing as 
to the assessment and taxation of lands 
acquired by a Municipal District from the 
Crown. 


Section 35 relating to the term of office of 
councillors is amended by a provision that 
in the years 1937 and 1938 the Minister may, 
when councillors are elected by divisions, 
extend the term of office of not more than 
two members heretofore elected for a desig- 
nated division for a term of two years, for 
a term of one year, making the term of 
office three years instead of two. 


Section 61 is amended to provide for the 
payment of members of the council serving 
on commitiees appointed by the council to 
attend to the business of the district, ex- 
penses and $5.00 a day whilst so serving. 

Section 93 is amended to empower the 
council to acquire sites for and to construct 
dams to provide public facilities for the 
watering of live stock. 

Section 145 is amended so as to make the 
approval of the Minister requisite for the. 
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validity of any by-law passed pursuant to 
that section. 

Section 174 is amended so as to provide 
that by-laws under section 19 of The Tax 
Recovery Act may not be read more than 
twice at one meeting under any circum- 
stances. 


Section 286, 289 and 348 are amended by 
striking out the provisions for the taxation 
of grazing leases. 


Section 287 is amended by substituting 
the year 1938 for the year 1937. 


Section 338 is amended by substituting 
“by-law” for “resolution”. 

Section 340 is amended by excluding from 
the operation of the section School Districts 
included in a School Division. 


Section 366 is amended to make the same 
refer to The Tax Recovery Act, 1929. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937: 


TAX RECOVERY ACT, 1929, AMEND- 
MENT ACT, 1937 (Chapter 86), amends sec- 
tion 20 by providing that where land in an 
Improvement District has been finally acquir- 
ed and has been declared to be Provincial land 
and where land in a Special Municipal Area 
has been finally acquired, every right to 
redeem the same under The Tax Recovery 
Act, 1929, or otherwise, shall cease and 
determine. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


LOCAL TAX ARREARS CONSOLIDA- 
TION ACT, 1935, AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 87), empowers any municipality 
which collects arrears of school taxes to re- 
tain five per cent on the amount collected. 


The word “Municipality” is substituted 
for the words ‘Municipal District” in section 
16 of the amended Act. 


Any municipality in which the amended 
Act is in force is empowered to enter into 
consolidation agreements as to arrears of 
taxes on any interests in Crown Lands, 
where the arrears are not a charge upon the 
land; and School Districts are required to 
furnish the Treasurer with a statement of 
outstanding taxes upon being notified of 
any application for the consolidation of such 
taxes within thirty days and in default the 
claim of the district to such taxes is for- 
feited. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 
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LACOMBE AND MUNICIPAL DISTRICT 
OF CROWN COMMUNITY HOSPITAL ACT 
(Chapter 88), empowers the Town of Lacombe 
and the Municipal District of Crown No. 399 
to enter into an agreement of the nature 
prescribed therein for the provision of a 
Community Hospital. The agreement must 
be approved by the Minister. 

In case the Municipal District enters into 
an agreement with the Red Deer Municipal 
Hospital for the hospitalization of the resid- 
ents of that part of the district lying to the 
South of the Blindman River, provision is 
made whereby the expenses of the district 
under the first mentioned agreement will 
be met by a levy on the assessable property 
in that part of the district to the South of 
the Blindman River; and the expenses of 
the district in connection with the Com- 
munity Hospital agreement will be met by 
a levy against the assessable property in 
the remainder of the district. 


This Act comes into force on Proclamation. 


MAGRATH IRRIGATION DISTRICT ACT, 
1937 (Chapter 89), empowers the Trustees 
with the approval of the Irrigation Council 
to levy in each of the years 1937, 1938 and 
1939, a rate of not less than $2.50 per irrig- 
able acre and to apply the proceeds firstly 
in payment of current expenditures, second- 
ly in payment of current water rentals and 
thirdly in payment pro rata of arrears of 
water rentals and loans other than loans 
secured by debentures. 


In the year 1937 the Trustees are em- 
powered, with the approval of the Irrigation 
Council, by by-law, to allow a credit in each 
of the years 1937, 1938 and 1939, of such 
amount as may be specified therein on 
account of arrears of irrigation rates, which 
were arrears as at the 3lst December, 1936, 
upon payment being made on account of 
such arrears, and upon payment being made 
of irrigation rates imposed since the last 
mentioned date; and any moneys received on 
account of such arrears are to be applied 
firstly in payment of liabilities of the dist- 
rict other than those secured by debentures, 
secondly in the pro rata payment of arrears 
of water rentals and bank loans, and thirdly 
in payment of debenture indebtedness. 


Provision is made for the suspension of 
rate enforcement proceedings in the years 
1937, 1938 and 1939, provided the current 
rates are paid on or before the 3lst Decem- 
ber of the year in which the same are 
imposed. 

This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937.

BUREAU OF RELIEF AND PUBLIC 
WELFARE ACT AMENDMENT ACT, 1937 
(Chapter 90), strikes out a provision requir- 
ing the consent of the Attorney General to 
prosecutions under section 17 of the amended 
Act. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 


- PUBLIC HEALTH ACT AMENDMENT 

ACT, 1937 (Chapter 91), enables the Minister 
to constitute full-time Public Health Dist- 
ricts and to provide for the appointment of 
district boards of health, and prescribes the 
duties of such boards. 


It further provides for the contributions 
to be made by municipalities included in 
any such district towards the cost of opera- 
tion and also provides that one-half of the 
cost of operation shall be borne by the 
included municipalities. 


A further provision prohibits any person 
who is an optician, optometrist or chiro- 
podist or any other person duly licensed to 
diagnose or treat disease from holding him- 
self out to the public as a Specialist unless 
he holds a certificate as such from the 
University of Alberta. 


This Act came into force on June 17th, 
1937. 
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
